At 8:15 tonight in the Little Theatre, Carlos Baker will lecture on James Gould 
Cozzens and the Anti-Mythologists. 

Mr. Baker graduated froin Dartmouth College and received his Doctorate from 
Princeton University. He is Chairman oi the English Department at Princeton and 
holder of the Woodrow Wilson professorship of Literature. He has been a member 
of the English School Faculty since 1948. His two major publications are, Shelley: 
His Major Poems, A fabric of Vision (1948), and Hemingway: Writer as Artist (1952). 
This summer, Mr. Baker ig writing a novel at Yaddo, Saratoga Springs, New York. 
Next year he is to be Fulbright Lecturer in Literature at Oxford University. He is 
a frequent reviewer for the New York Times, the Saturday Review_oi Literature, and 
the Virginia Quarterly Review. He has also edited Wordsworth's Poems in the 
Rinehart Edition and Shelley's Poems in the Modern Library Edition.

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Richard Wilbur Lecture 

This evening, Richard Wilbur will read and discuss his poetry in the Little 
Theatre at 8:15. 

Mr. Wilbur, a native New Yorker, is a graduate of Amherst College, and 
received his M.A. from Harvard in 1947. He has taught at Harvard and Wellesley, and 
this coming fall he will be professor of English at Wesleyan University. 

Although only 36, he has risen rapidly to the top among the contemporary 
poets. His volumes incluce The Beautiful Changes (1947), Ceremony and Other Poems 
(1950) and Things of this World (1956). The last named received the National Book 
Award and Poetry for 1956. Copies of this volume are on sale in the Bookstore. He 
wrote the major part of the lyrics for the comic operetta Candide based on Voltaire's 
satire, and a verse translation of Moliére's The Misanthrope. 

Among his many honors have been a Guggenheim Fellowship, the Oscar Blumenthal 
prize, the Edna St. Vincent Millay Memorial prize of the Poetry Society of America, 
the Prix de Rome fellowship of the American Academy of Arts and Letters, and he is 
a member of the National Institute of Arts and Letters.
